Police Seeking 
Allenite’s Killer 


Dallas law enforcement officers are 
continuing their search for a lone 
gunman who shot and killed 30-year- 
old Ernest L. Mynatt of Allen 
Mynatt was working at a Safeway 
store in Dallas Wednesday night when 
the shooting took place. Also shot was 
18-year-old Russell Dale Gauntt, a bag 
boy at the store, who was shot through 
the left arm . He is reported in good 
condition at G a rla n d 
M em orial 
Hospital. 
Mynatt was killed by a slightly built 
man in his late 20s who was described 
as having long brown hair and a scar 
on the left side of his nose. The gun­ 
man shot Mynatt while in the process 


of robbing the store 
Witnesses say that Mynatt was 
filling a sack with money when the 
gunman becam e enraged, knocked 
him down, then shot him in the head 
Gauntt ran out of the store and was 
chased by the gunman and shot

the U S . accounting for hundreds of 
millions of dollars lost to American 
businesses each year 
The deficit 
must be made up somewhere, so the 
end result ot shoplifting is an increase 
in prices to the consumer 
Plano is no except ion in the national 
shoplifting dilemma 
Though police 
admit that it is not as big a problem 
here as in other areas shoplifing is 
still a common crim e 
and contrary

For items that cost under $5. the 
offense is classified as a Class C 
misdemeanor and carries up to a $2(m

For Greenhouses 


Buying or 
building 
a 
greenhouse can become a 
prosperous investment if the 
right steps are followed 
believes James R Risinger, 
Collin County Agent for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service. 
The four important factors 
in beginning a year-round 
gardenland are location, 
type, construction materials 
and 
climate 
control 
equipment 
The site should be on a 
well-drained area on the 
south to southeast side of a 
building for wind protection 
Most important, an ample 
source of sunlight should be 
available. 
The type' of greenhouse 
should be appropriate to the 
site, notes Risinger. There 
are two types of buildings: 
attached and free-standing 
The attached greenhouse is 
constructed 
next 
to 
a 
building using one or more of 
the existing sides The fnosf 
common greenhouse is the 
free-standing— a building off 
to itself. 
T h e 
c o n s t r u c t i o n 
materials should include a 
solid frame, wuh materials 
ranging from 
inexpensive 
polyvinyl pipe or the more 
expensive 
alum inum 
or 
redwood. 
Greenhouse coverings can 
range from the conventional 


glass to the modern plastics. 
Gardeners should take into 
consideration 
the 
ad 
vantages and disadvantages 
in (>ach of the framework 
coverings. 
Fiberglass is lightweight, 
strong and durable but color 
coatings prevent 
proper 
light penetration 
Glass is 
the traditional covering but 
is easily broken and more 
expensive 
Plastic or a 
polyethylene material is the 
least expensive and allows 
light penetration equal to 
glass. 


W hatever the m aterial 
selected, it must be sealed 
tightly to conserve the 
energy needed in heating

Proper ventilation of a

A greenhouse can 
become overheated, even in 
winter weather Therefore, 
exhaust fans, large enough

Continue Planting 


Sleeping Beauties 


Just because winter is 
closing in doesn t mean it’s 
time to stop planning or 
planting your garden, says 
James R 
Risinger. Collin 
County Agent for the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Now is the time to plant 
the sleeping beauties of the 
garden— spring 
flowering 
bulbs. These include tulips, 
hyacinths, daffodils and 
crocus. 
"M ost failures with bulbs 
are due to holding them too 
long so that they become 
desiccated, or planting them 
so late in the season that 
there is insufficient time for 
the roots to grow 
before 
freezing 
te m p eratures 
arrive," reminds Risinger 
Plant daffodils and crocus 
as soon as possible after 
purchase. However, tulips 
and hyacinths require a little 
extra preparation 
They 


require precooling before 
planting, and gardeners can 
do this by chilling the bulbs 
in the fefrigerator until mid 
December. 
When 
planting 
spring 
flowering bulbs, place them 
in a well-drained, raised bed 
in full sunlight Till the soil 
well and add two pounds of a 
complete fertilizer for every 
IOO square feet of bed area. 
"Plant the bulbs so the 
base of the bulb is at a depth 
that is three times the 
diameter of the bulb Plant 
bulb 
slightly deeper 
ir 
sandy soils 
Firm the soil 
around the bulbs to prevent 
air pockets and then soak the 
ground 
im m ediately 
to 
assure 
settling." 
says

The feeding, breeding and 
p articu larly the trekking 
habits of lame ducks are 
absolutely astonishing 
Most wild fowl, as we have 
learned from the 
Disney 
studios and other nature film
